LONDON, March 26.—It is generally 
agreed, says the St. Petersburg corre- 
spondent of. The Times, that the Czar’s

tive came from the well-known meteorol- 
ogist Demtchinsky in the form of, a long 
report to the Czar explaining, in the 


frankest possible way, the causes and | 


extent of the dangers of the existing dis- 
content. M. Demichinsky attracted the 
Czar’s attention by his accurate weather 
predictions. It. is repcrted that he had 
frequent interviews with the Emperor, 
and received from his Majesty’s privy 
purse subsidies for the purpose of — 
ing on scientific. work. 

In the course of one interview, adds 
the correspondent, the Czar broached 
political questions, and finally asked the 
meteorologist to embody his view of the 
situation in a confidential memorandum, 
manuscript copies of which are now be- 
ing circulated in St. Petersburg. The 
correspondent’ says he is convinced of 
the authenticity of these copies. 

The memorandum begins with a sketch 
of the internal situation in Russia dur- 
ing the reign of the Emperor Nicholas I. 
It is declared that the universal discon- 
tent existing at.the time of the Crimean 
war exposed the defects of the adminis- 
tration, and led to the reforms ordered 
by Alexander II...-M. Demtchinsky then 
deals with the present situation. He is 
reported as saying that Russian society 
groans beneath the system of intolerable 
repression. None are able .to express 
opinions for fear of spies and informers. 
Were he (Demtchinsky) to announce 


_publicly what he has said to the Czar he 


would-be regarded by the bureaucrats as 
@ revolutionary and denounced as such. 

The time has come, declares M. Dem- 
tchinsky, when the people should be al- 
lowed to take part in the management of 
their affairs. The people should help the 
Government and the latter’ should pro- 
tect the people. Demtchinsky then gives 
many examples of the feeling among the 
populace. He says the Ministers and. of- 
ficials are not helpers, but oppressors. 
He frankly states. that in Russia the 
murder of a Minister is regarded with 
positive satisfaction. 

Demtchinsky thifiks the time has not 
come for a Constitution, but he says 
something must be dofie; the present sit-

raonarchy and the bureaucracy. Russie, | 
he remarks, is like a, mass. of, water, don- 
fined in a tank, with the temperature 
approaching freezing point.

The correspondent ‘Says M. Demtchin- 
sky deserves to be corigratulated on his 
courage and frankness, though it is a 
pity that they should. have produced so 
little effect, The more the Czar’s mani- 
festo is studied the more unpromising it 
appears.

Buffalo ‘Automobile Tragedy.” 


Burdick Inquest Leads Authorities ‘to 
Act—Peouliar Actions of Lawyer and 
Wife During Fatal ‘Ride—Mrs. | 
Hull to be Questioned. 


BUFFALO, XN. Y., March 235.—Since ‘be 
rame of Arthur R. Pennell became so 
prominent tin the Burdick inquest the au- 
thorities have been accumulating evidence 
vearing upon the death of Pennell! and his 
wife resulting from the plunge of their au- 
tomobile from Kensington Avenue mto 
Gehre's quarry. It is Mkely that an in- 
quest into the death of the Pennells will 
follow the Burdick inquest. 

In tracing the movements of the Pen- 
neils on the evening of their fatal trip, 
which began at 4:45 P. M: on Tuesdry, 
March 10, and ended at 5:55 P. M. in the 
fatal plunge. the police have learned much. 

During the hour and ten minutes of that 
drive four interesting incidents that seem 
to be well substantiated took place. — 
fifth incident, the alleged act of - Irs. Pot- 
nell in emptying a small flask of whisky 
and throwing the bottle away, seems to 
have the shadow of a doubt cast upon it, 
although Jacob Geiger, a laborer, who says 
he witnessed the incident, positively avers 
it is so. 

The first incident is the riding of the 
automobile up and down in front of Frank 
Geiger's farmhouse, at Bailey and Kensing- 
ton Avenues, slower than a person would 
walk and in a pouring rain for about halt 
an hour. 

The second incident was the stop at 
George Volk’s saloon, on Kensington Ave- 
nue, where Volk says Pennell bought a 
glass of whisky and took another glass of 
the same liquor out to his wife. Volk’s 
mother lives next door to the Pennell home 
on Cleveland Avenue, and he is, therefore, 
well acquainted with Pennell. 

The third incident is a repetition of the 
Bailey Avenue loitering and manoeuvring 
at Kensington Avenue and Gridér Street for 
five or ten minutes at the same. snail-like 
pace and in the same drenching rain. 

The fourth incident, the last feature “ 
the drive aside from the tragedy itself, 
the strangest, if not t “ most si E 
of all. This is tne incident of the nnelis 
letting down the canopy or top of the. 
machine so that they were exposed to the 
aXe downpour of rain.

Three per- 
sons living in a house nearby saw the inci- 
dent.

THE USE AND WASTE OF WATER. 

In the Autumn of last year the Mer- 
chants’ Association of New York en- 
gaged Mr. C. O. Jonnson, formerly Wa- 
ter Registrar of this city, to go abroad 
and study the water systems of the 
principal cities of Europe, for the infor- 
mation of our people. A synopsis of Mr. 
JOHNSON’S report has just been published 
by the Merchants’ Association, and it is 
of the greatest interest and value to 
every student of this most important of 
municipal problems. As a document for 
use in the campaign of education in 
which it is necessary that all good citi- 
zens should now engage, if they would 
assist in averting the calamity ,of an 
enormous public expenditure to maintain 
a needless and profitless water waste, its 
value is limited. Mr. JoHNSON is an in- 
telligent observer and a skilled investi- 
gator, but he has not attained much 
skill in the art of addressing the public 
directly and forcefully. As a conse- 
quence his report is much too volumi- 
nous and contains too much irrelevant 
matter. The facts it contains are inval- 
uable. i 

It is generally known that New York 
is supposed to require about 120 gallons 
of water per head of population to meet 


its daily needs. Many believe this mag- | 


nificent fiction, which has no more basis: 
of truth than that every man, woman, 
and child of our population needs ten 
loaves of bread, fifty pounds of meat, 
and a busttel of potatoes daily. What are 
the facts as revealed by Mr. JoHNSON’s 
investigation? 

Glasgow has plenty of water. There is 
no restriction of consumption, night or 
day, and no sensible economy of use. 
Only waste is economized. Its daily per 
capita consumption is 65 gallons, of 
which 40.8 gallons are consumed in do- 
mestic uses and 24.2 for commercial and 
manufacturing purposes. When it is un- 
derstood that these totals include leak- 
age and waste, they will be the better 
appreciated. Liverpool furnishes all the 
water needed for the most liberal use, but 
wastes very little. Its consumption for 
all purposes is about 38 gallons per head 
per day. The public uses of water in 
Liverpool are far more liberal than in | 
New York. The supply to consumers is 
not iimited in any way, day or night, 
throughout the year. Manchester has 
plenty of water, and gives its citizens all 
they want; but they meet every require- 
ment of publicjand domestic use with a 
per capita of about 35 gallons per day. 


‘Birmingham has suffered from a water 


shortage, which is being corrected by an 
extensive addition to its plant. Its daily 
per capita consumption is about 28 gal- 
lions, with constant and unrestricted use. 
London has plenty of water, and uses it 
liberally. Its daily per capita consump- 
tion is about 41% gallons. Paris has a 
water supply of four kinds, and use is 
unrestricted. Its per capita consump- 
tion is 249 liters, or less than.58 gallons, 
including a consumption for such public 
purposes az street flushing so enormous- 
ly in excess of anything ever considered 
in New York that comparisans are im- 


possible. Less than 20 gallons per head 


per day meets all the requirements of 
domestic consumption. In Cologne, sup- 
plied from wells which are replenished 
from the Rhine by natural filtration, the 
daily per capita consumption is not quite 
33 gallons. In Berlin the per capita daily 
consumption, including a manufacturing 
supply drawn from wells, is only about 
80 gallons, or about one-quarter that of 
New York. 

In the face of such figures as these, 
freshly gathered and absolutely correct, 
what nonsense appears the contention 
that with a supply of 120 gallons per 
head per day, and something to spare, 
New York is confronted with the immi- 
nent danger of a water famine and must 
spend a hundred millions or so for new 


‘watersheds, new aqueducts, and new 


mains for distribution!

It is the Rus- 
sian railway company, which, to be sure, 
is an organ and agent of the Russian 
Government, ‘which has laid out Daliny. 
Many equal opportunities have been of- 
fered to American railway companies. 
But none of them has been improved. A 
rational street plan, with reasonable res- 
ervations for purposes of public orna- 
ment and public convenience, costs noth- 
ing but brains when the soil is virgin 
and still under the ownership and con- 
trol of those who seek to bring it into 
the market, and whose own profits will 
ultimately so largely depend upon how 
habitable, convenient, and attractive 
they succeed in making it. There is no 
American railroad man and promoter of 
“boom towns ’”’ who will not have to own 
that he has a great deal to learn from 
those representatives of an effete des- 
potism who founded Dalny. 

The waste in these cases is pitiful be- 
cause it would have cost nothing but 
brains to avoid it. But it is even more 
pitiful when brains have been lacking at 
the outset, when they have to be sup- 
plied afterward, and when to replan an 
ill-planned or an unplanned town in- 


‘| volves the demolition of costly things 


that have been wrongly done. That is 
very eminently the case at present with 
New York. But it is more or less the 
case with every American city of the 
first or of the second class, with two 
eminent exceptions. Washington and 
Detroit are the exceptions. Excepting 
those, every American city is either un- 
planned or ill-planned. Of the two, it is 
clearly more desirable that a town 
should be unplanned, that it should 
“grow as it is wanted.” That is the 
case with Boston. It is equally the case 
with the lower end of Manhattan Island, 
with New York below City Hall Park. 
“They say the cows laid out Boston,” 
observes EMERSON, “and there are 
worse surveyors.” Quite true. Those 
were very much worse surveyors who 
laid out Manhattan Island above the be- 
ginning of the numbered streets and 
saved, themselves trouble at the expense 
of posterity. The time has come when 
osterity if getting impressed with the 
hat the old New York street plan 
simply” will riot do, and that the city 
must be to a large extent replanned, for 
the benefit. of what is to us posterity, 
even at an expense beyond the moderni- 
zation of Paris under HaussMANN, and 
still more beyond that of Vienna. When 
the necessity is once recognized as im- 
perious, the pertinent consideration will 
also be recognized that no matter what 
the cost may be, the sooner the recon- 
struction is begun the less costly it will 
be. 





SIR HECTOR MACDONALD. 
The suicide of Sir HecToR MacpONALD, 
with its attendant circumstances, is a 
tragedy on which one is tempted almost 





to condole with the British Empire. 


There were so few negotiable “heroes ”’ 
on the British side in the South African 
war, and Sir Hgcror was so eminently 
one of them. 

The acousations against the command- 
er of the Highland Brigade were. evi- 
dently “serious,” as the cable calls 
them, and dishonoring. As evidently 
they were true. It must have been a 
case, as WEBSTER put it, in which “ there 
is no refuge from confession but in sui- 
cide, and suicide is confession.”” It must 
haye been one of the cases of dishonor 


not infrequent in British annals, in which’ 


the best service that remained for the 
friends of the culprit to do him was to 
leave in his way a pistol or a dose of 
poison. 

That suicide is confession proves that 
the accusation, whatever it was, was 
well founded. Nothing better remained 
than to take a dishonored life, and noth- 
ing so good. Quick suicide is infinitely 
preferable in such a case to the long- 
drawn scandal and horror of a judicial 
investigation. That His name and mem- 
ory should be blotted out at the earliest 
moment seems to have been the wretched 
best that was left for this wretched ma¢. 
But what a pity that a man who had 
been a distinguished credit to his coun- 
try should have thus to avow himself a 
disgrace to mankind.

CHILDREN IN FLATS. 

How much of the tendency in the di- 
rection of “race suicide” is the natural 
and inevitable outgrowth of our inclina- 
tion as a people to live in multiple 
apartment dwellings when opportunity 
to do so offers is an interesting subject 
for speculation. Theoretically, and un- 
der certain conditions, practically life in 
apartments is “ideal.” It becomes im- 
practicable when there are small chil- 
dren in“the family for more reasons 
than could be enumerated. Even when 
those who are responsible for the chil- 
dren dre willing to accommodate them- 
selves to the inconvenience of their noise 
and other juvenile characteristics, co- 
tenants may not be so, and as a rule 
distinctly are not. This is usually as 
true of co-tenants with many trouble- 
some children of their own as of those 
without children. Hence many landlords 
and agents discriminate against tenants 
having children, and it is sometimes dif- 
ficult for such people to find desirable 
apartments, as well as to retain them 
when secured. Public sympathy was 








profoundly excited a few days ago by 


the story of a woman with seven as- 
sorted children who had been invited to 
vacate the apartments she occupied and 
could not secure others. on a truthful 
representation of the facts. It does not 
appear, however, that this sympathy 


took the’ shape of advantageous, offers 


from owners or agents. 
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ists elsewhere as well as here. In Chi- | 
cago it is proposed to meet it by an or- | 


dinance now under consideration in the 


City Council rendering liable to a fine of | 


not less than $5 nor miore than $100 
owners or agents of apartment houses 
who refuse to rent apartments to the 
heads of families made up chiefly of chil- 
dren “unless such owner or agent se 
be able to prove that the children of 
prospective tenant are peculiarly boister- 
ous and disagreeable.” 

What constitutes “ boisterousness and 
disagreeableness"*? If this is dnswered 
the further question arises: What de- 
velopment of these qualities in children 
make them “ peculiar”? To some people 
no child is per se boisterous or disagree- 


able. It becomes so only by an abnormal 


development of natural traits that are 
admirable and lovable, because proper 
and wholesome, Others there are who 
consider all children boisterous and dis- 
agreeable, and hold in reverence the 
memory of “ the good King Hprop”’ be- 
cause of his service to humanity in elim- 
inating superfluous infants. It all de- 
pends upon the point of view. The im- 
possibility of establishing the character 
and habits of a particular child would 
seem to leave the owners and agents of 
Chicago apartments unduly vulnerable 
to amercement in damages, in addition 
to suits brought by guardians “ pendente 
lite,” if they reject applicants and rely 
upon their ability to prove the propriety 
of such rejection.

Give the child plain history, 
practical. facts, geographical studies, the 
multiplication table, and you safeguard the 
young mind, and open to it possibilities of 
usefulness.”’ 
possibilities which it is not altogether crim- 
inal to open to the “ young mind ’”’ is that 
of present happiness, and present happi- 
ness, fortunately, is, for the child, not the 
narrowest or most difficult path to future 
usefulness for itself and others. The 
Amount of belief, and the kind of belief, 
that children give to fairy stories cannot be 
very easily or closely defined, but its harmful 
effects upon them are much more apparent 
to elderly, but not necessarily experienced, 
members of the Gradgrind family—one 
branch of which seems to have settled in 
Indiand—than to people with still vivid 
memories of their own youthful days. 
‘“‘Plain history, practical facts, geograph- 
ical studies, and the multiplication table ”’ 
are certainly not to be despised, but be- 
tween these excellent things and fairy 
stories there is no inevitable incompati- 


| bility. The childish imagination’ that sees, 


perhaps literally, a car or a ship in an 
overturned rocking chair, is not thereby de- 


barred from instant and appreciative récog- | 


nition of real cars and ships; while the 
opportunities for enjoyment are vastly in- 
creased by a reasonably developed talent 
for pseudo-acceptance of the unreal for, or

“the Nation’s drink pill," The American 
Grocer puts the total for 1902 at $1,369,098, - 
276. This, however, includes an expendi- 
ture of $196,533,041 for coffee, tea, and 
cocoa, leaving ‘$1,172,565,235. for alcoholic 
beverages of all kinds and potencies. Since 
1880, it says, the use of alcoholic beverages 
has nearly doubled, having increased from 
10.09 gallons per capita to 19.48 gallons, a 
gain of over 98 per cent. The use of the 
milder stimulants has not grown so fast, 
that of coffee rising from 8.78 pounds per 
capita to 18.37 pounds, a little over 52 per 
cent., while tea dropped from 1.39 pounds 
to 0.04 pound, a decrease of nearly 48 per 
cent. The record for 1902 represents a per 


‘capita expenditure for stimulants of $17.33 


for the 79,003,000 inhabitants of the United 
States, or 4.7 cents per day. The users of 
alcoholic stimulants are estimated to form 
one-fourth. the total population, on which 
basis the per capita cost of alcoholic bever- 
ages is $69.32, or 19 cents per day. If these 
figures are correct—and common observa- 
tion seems to show that there is something 
wrong with them—the Increase they present 
over those for preceding years must be 
due to the greater number of people who 
now drink a little. Certainly it does not come 
from an extension of excessive indulgence, 
which, as a matter of fact, shows a marked 
tendency toward disappearance. And, s0 
far as quantity goes, the people of the 
United States still drink more of coffee 
than of anything else, with beer a close 
second, tea a remote third, and spirits and 
wine fourth on the list, and 4 good way 
behind tea.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The revision 
of the civil service rules codifies the rulings 
that have been made from time to time for 
the past twenty years and systematizes 
the scheme of the Government service. 
The first rules placed 14,000 places under 
the aegis of civil service. Later rules added 
110,000 places, and now several thousand 
more are brought in. 

The only large groups of positions which 
will not hereafter be subject to the com- 
petitive system of examinations are the 
Diplomatic and Consular Services, the gov- 
ernment of the District of Columbia, em- 
ployes of Post Offices not having free de- 
livery, and fourth class, Postmasters. 

The number of places which may be

William N. Amory, as on the first day of 
the proceedings, was the only witness ex- 
amined in the action begun by him against

low in the private examination room of the 
Centre Street Police Court. Even.then tte 
counsel for Mr. Vreeland did not finish 
with the witness,.as his testimony, by dé- 
veloping the fact that practically his sole 
income for. a. period covéring more than a 
year Was produced as the result of his in- 
vestigation of the affairs of the Metropoli- 
tan Road, led De Lancey Nicoll into a new 
line of questioning. 

It was only after many objections by Mr. 
Amory’s lawyer,and frequent warm argu- 
ments by the opposing counsel that the 
facts concerning Mr. Amory’s income as 
an investigator weré brought out, but Mr. 
Amory admitted in the end that the source 
of payment had been Talbot J. Taylor, who 
in person made some payments, while oth- 
ers were made through J. Coleman: Drayton 
in his capacity as attorney for Mr. Taylor. 
The sums thus’ paid included funds. for 
the prosecution of the invéstigation of the: 
Metropolitan’ affairs as well.as “ general 
expenses,”’ covering .Mr. Amory’s personal 
expenditures. Mr. “Nicoll pushed his ‘in- 
quiry on this point to the stage where ob- 
jections by the plaintiff's lawyer were sus- 
tained finally, after Mr. Nicoll had showed 
that Mr. Taylor is the son-in-law of James
